Provo trailer park residents protest mall

Lack of understanding between 
Laurelwood trailer park residents and 
Provo city caused residents to take 
their concerns about the city’s plan to 
purchase the property for a new mall 
to the state capitol Monday. 

“I thought it would end up being a 
big fight but it wasn’t,” said Linda 
Powell, the Laurelwood resident who 
organized the effort. 

She and four other Laurelwood resi- 
dents met with Utah County represen- 
tatives at the capitol. She said the rep- 
resentatives were fair and sympathet- 
Ice 

“They said they would see what 
they could do, and see if we could get 
a meeting with the city,” Powell said. 

Provo Mayor George Stewart does 
not see what the residents hope to 
achieve by protesting. 

“What's their agenda?” Stewart 
said. “What do they hope to accom- 
plish?” 

Provo will give Laurelwood resi- 
dents a relocation plan as soon as 
Provo owns the land, Stewart said. 
The city plans to finalize the purchase 
by March 1. 

By negotiating with the owners to 
purchase Laurelwood rather than con- 
demning the property, and by hiring a 
consultant to help individual residents 
in relocating, Stewart feels the city is 
being more than fair to residents. 

“We're choosing to follow a higher 
standard,” Stewart said. “We don’t 
have to do this.” 

“I don’t think he understands why 
we are frustrated,” Powell said.

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Credit union criticized 
by Y students, faculty 


Editor’s note: This is the first in a 
two-part series on the Universal 
Campus Credit Union

Forty years ago a credit union was 
founded at BYU to help serve the 
special financial needs of the BYU 
community. Today, some students 
and faculty accuse Universal Campus 
Credit Union of ignoring their needs 
and forfeiting their credit union status 
in the pursuit of bank-like profits. 

“BYU Employees Federal Credit 
Union” was first organized in 1955 
by a faculty member, Bryant Jacobs, 
who liked the idea of a financial insti- 
tution that was owned by its members 
rather than stockholders. It began 
with seven members and assets of 
$35. 

In its early days, the credit union 
survived through volunteer part-time 
workers. Without a vault, important 
documents had to be put in a bath tub 
each night, covered with asbestos to 
protect them from fire. 

By 1964, membership had climbed 
to 3,200 and assets to more than $2 
million. The growing credit union 
moved to an office in the Wilkinson 
Center and built a vault, where assets 
continued to grow tremendously to 
$14 million by 1976. 

Gerald Armstrong, BYU professor 
of mathematics, said he joined the 
credit union in 1975, when it was still 
small and personable. 

“I needed some kind of collateral 
for. a $4,000 loan,” he said. 


Armstrong had no car or other valu- 
able possessions at the time that a 
normal bank would have required for 
the collateral. 

“T told them I had a piano, worth 
only a few hundred dollars; they said 
that would be fine,” he said. 

Armstrong said the credit union 
used to be very helpful and accom- 
modating. 

“Everything seemed to point to the 
needs of the customer, and it was a 
great pleasure to deal with them,” he 
said. 

Armstrong cited several practices of 
Universal Campus Credit Union 
(UCCU) he considers discriminatory 
toward students, such as paying their 
best interest rates on accounts that 
maintain consistently high balances, a 
feat few students can achieve. 

Under $500, UCCU’s savings rates 
are now the same as bank competitors 
Zions and First Security, though the 
credit union does not require a mini- 
mum balance like the banks. 

UCCU recently imposed a $5 fee 
for more than three transactions a 
month in this account. 

“This means that a working student, 
paid weekly, could end up paying $5 
to $10 just for the privilege of putting 
their paycheck into UCCU’s hands,” 
Armstrong said. 

Both Zions and First Security like- 
wise limit teller transactions in their 
money market accounts, but they 
allow unlimited transactions through 
an ATM. Zions Bank charges a fee on

“I have a terminally ill uncle living 
with me,” Powell said. “Will I have to 
send him back to the nursing home? 

“We don’t want to make enemies, 
we just want to know what’s going to 
happen,” Powell said. “We feel like 
we ve been left in the dark.” 

She said when residents tried to find 
out from the mayor’s office what was 
going on, they were just told that the 
city was still planning. 

Some Laurelwood residents do not 


see what the city hopes to achieve by 
building the mall. 

“T don’t know what Stewart’s wanti- 
ng with a new mall, and especially 
this ice skating rink,” Powell’s hus- 
band Jack said. “We've already got a 
mall just up the hill.” 

The city is also negotiating with a 
developer who may build another 
trailer park, which would make the 
city’s job of relocating residents easi- 
er, Stewart said. 

There is little space in local trailer 
parks now.

agency that assists single parents, 
teenage parents and displaced home 
workers in becoming personally and 
financially independent. 

Peters said speakers at the rally will 
include Wendy Tidwell, a spokesper- 
son for Rep.

Shultz was selected to speak at the 
rally because she worked her way out 
of the welfare program through edu- 
cation, Peters said. Shultz will attend 
BYU’s J. Reuben Clark Law School 
beginning in August. 

“There is a big movement in 
Washington D.C. to cut a lot of pro- 
grams that assist children,” Peters 
said. “If they’re not going to cut them, 
they are going to reduce the funding 
tremendously.” 

The Republican Party’s Contract 
with America proposes cuts in several 


fee. UCCU charges no fee for its Visa 
Gold card, but to qualify, members 
must have a good credit record over 
four years and a minimum salary of 
about $2,500 per month: again, a feat 
few students can achieve. 

All three institutions allow a 25-day 
grace period for Visa loans to be paid, 
interest-free, after which UCCU’s 
interest rate (13.5 percent) is about 
four percent less than that of the 
banks. 

In many respects, UCCU seems like 
a bank now, Armstrong said. 

But UCCU is not a bank. According 
to its own brochure, credit unions are 
financial cooperatives where people 
of a common group or institution 
“work together to meet their financial 
goals.” 

“We want to protect (UCCU mem- 
bers) from the banks,” Norton said. 

Credit unions are “democracy in 
action,’ where the members are the 
owners, and al! have an equal say in 
how the institution is run. Profits that 
would normally become dividends for 
shareholders in banks go back into the 
institution to allow better interest 
rates and fewer fees for members. 

If so, why the new fees? 

“We don’t want to sound wishy- 
washy or apologetic,” Norton said. 
“Economic conditions have changed 
dramatically since the 1980s and 
forced us to take more fair and equi- 
table approaches to delivering our ser- 
vices.” 

“We're asking members to under- 
stand that transaction accounts cost 
money, and so we are asking all mem- 
bers, including students, to participate 
in the credit union at a level that off- 
sets the costs, or to pay for their trans- 
actions,” he said. 


Tennessee Gov. Lamar Alexander. 
Several others are likely to join them 
in the race, including Sens. Arlen 
Specter of Pennsylvania and Richard 
Lugar of Indiana. 

Gramm, Alexander and Specter 
were all campaigning in New 
Hampshire on Monday, a year and a 
week before that state’s early primary. 

In recent weeks, some House 
Republicans grumbled privately that 
Gingrich’s refusal to rule out a 1996 
run was an unnecessary distraction to 
their legislative work. Several had 
pressed him recently to make a defini- 
tive statement, according to GOP 
sources who commented on condition 
of anonymity. 

In obliging them Monday, Gingrich 
said he had spent time over the week- 
end asking supporters whether they 
believed he should run for president 
in 1996. He said the discussions were 
prompted by Quayle’s surprise 
announcement last week that he 
would not be a candidate. 

“I talked with people and said, 
“What do you think we should do?’” 
Gingrich told reporters. 

He said some were “‘very willing” to 
back a presidential bid. But the con- 
sensus was that he should concentrate 


federal assistance programs, including 
financial aid, nutrition programs and 
housing assistance.

“We’ve had Republican presidents 
in the last 40 years. We haven’t had a 
Republican speaker,” he said during a 
visit to the Georgia Capitol after his 
speech. “And so I think being speaker 
with a Republican president could be 
a very important part of building the 
kind of team that could really com- 
plete the revolution and that’s why I 
decided Id stay.”

ultimately bad not only for its student customers but also for its image of 
an institution so closely affiliated with this university. 

As credit unions have developed, they have become more like banks — offer- 
ing more services but still maintaining nonprofit status. With banking deregula- 
tion and the savings and loan scandal, credit unions have expanded their ser- 
vices even more to compete with other credit unions and banks. 

When Universal Campus Credit Union first opened as the BYU Employees 
Federal Credit Union in 1955, it was on campus and was dedicated to serve 
BYU personnel at first and eventually all members of the BYU community. But 
as it expanded to include UVSC, Sears, WordPerfect-Novell and NuSkin, BYU 
students and faculty have become a smaller part of the membership, which is 


now more than 53,000. 


Now Universal Campus Credit Union has expanded beyond its original goals. 
To compete with other banks and credit unions in Utah Valley, the credit union 
has added large companies with more cash flow than students and faculty have. 
The credit union continues to actively support BYU by providing calendars and 
schedules of athletic events for students and faculty. But some members com- 
plain that students are more of a liability to the credit union because they don’t 
contribute enough and are a drain on resources. 

Universal Campus argues it must start charging for services to maintain its 
high level of customer satisfaction. It says the fees will help the health of the 
credit union. It admits the policy will cost students more. Its plan, starting April 
1, is to charge $3 per month for a checking account unless members have a 
$500 average monthly balance in their checking accounts or a $2,000 loan with 


the credit union. 


The competition among Universal Campus and other lending institutions is 
tough. It is understandable the credit union must increase its clientele to contin- 
ue to offer the array of services it does. But the proposed changes unfortunately 
hit those who don’t have much money — mainly students and other low-income 


earners. 


‘Of the 10 credit unions in Utah Valley that offer checking services, only two 
besides Universal Campus have a minimum service requirement for checking 
accounts. Alpine Credit Union requires a $300 average monthly balance or else 
it charges a $3 monthly fee. Mountain America Credit Union requires a $500 
minimum balance with a $6 monthly charge, unless members have direct 
deposit; then the average balance requirement is waived. 

Of the nine banks in Utah Valley, eight require a minimum $100 in checking; 
Otherwise on average a $7 charge is assessed for accounts with unlimited check- 


writing. 


‘The $500 checking or $2,000 loan requirements of Universal Campus com- 
dared to its competition are excessive. We must wonder whether the credit 
union is encouraging students, and others who don’t have a lot of money, to 
search for services elsewhere, thus leaving the credit union with more affluent 
members. We find this troubling because the students were the main supporters 
when the credit union first opened. Now that Universal Campus is successful, 


students are being abandoned. 


‘Although Universal Campus Credit Union is a competitive business that can 
do what it wants, the Daily Universe encourages the credit union to rescind its 
proposal. At worst, the credit union should make its policy more in line with its 
competitors. At best, it should eliminate its proposal entirely.

Theology opinion wrong 


To the Editor: 

The editorial “Theology major needed” in 
Tuesday’s February 7, Daily Universe is alto- 
gether misguided. The last thing in the world 
that Brigham Young University or the Church 
needs is a degree program in theology, pro- 
ducing professional theologians. So long as 
the Church has living prophets and revelation 
there can be no theology such as that taught in 
the divinity schools at other universities. The 
whole theological enterprise of traditional 
Christianity is a result of the early Christian 
Church’s loss of the gift of prophecy and rev- 
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elation, and is therefore a pathetic substitute 
for the inspired teaching of real, living 
prophets. As Hugh Nibley wrote years ago in 
his letter to Brother Burgon: _ 

“...when the church lost revelation it had to 
turn to another source for guidance, and so 
threw itself into the arms of the established 
schools of learning. The schoolmen ... took 
over the office and function once belonging to 
the prophets, and once in power guarded their 
authority with jealous cares, quickly and vio- 
lently suppressing any suggestion of a recur- 
rent inspiration.” 

The results of this takeover by the theolo- 
gians have been disastrous to a sound under- 
standing of the nature of God. In his “The 
Making of Christian Doctrine” (Cambridge 
University Press, 1967) Maurice Wiles has 
shown that the doctrine of the Trinity formu- 
lated by the Council of Nicaea and the 
Cappadocian Fathers is self-contradictory and 
argues therefore for a re-thinking and re- 
working of the most fundamental (and only) 
theological questions” what is the nature of 
God and what is the relationship between God 
the Father and Christ? Surely we are not 
being asked to trade our revealed knowledge 
of God for this! 

We can be sure, however, that if profession- 
al theologians were to arise in our Church 
today they would be unable to resist the itch 
to usurp the function and prerogatives of the 
prophets in declaring the doctrines of the 
Church. 

The teaching about other religions as well 
as Old and New Testament studies, which 
strictly speaking are not part of theology, is a 
different matter, and Brigham Young 
University does as adequate a job as most 
other universities if not better. But to submit 
to the errors of theology is to be led by the 
blind.

Y students ring 
victory bell as 
sign of tradition

With loud peals resounding from its 
newly polished exterior, the 
Intercollegiate Knights continued a 
campus tradition by ringing the victo- 
ry bell once again Saturday night. 

Early Saturday morning, new mem- 
bers of the club going through the ini- 
tiation process, met beneath the bell 
to polish it with their “secret ingredi- 
ents.” 

New members must also clean the 
bell and paint their own individual 
plaque as part of the initiation 
process. 

This initiation process is called pag- 
ing, in reference to the pages who 
served under medieval knights and 
squires. 

“T hope it works,” said Kristen de 
Jong, a freshman from Palm Springs, 
Calif., majoring in elementary educa- 
tion, after ascending a tall ladder with 
a cloth smeared with the secret ingre- 
dients. 

For Nate King, a junior from 
McLean, Va., majoring in accounting, 
even braving the slushy snows was 
enjoyable. 

“T really wanted to see the top of the 
victory bell,” he said. “And this was 
one of the only ways I could do it 
without getting in trouble.” 

Since 1949 the Intercollegiate 
Knights have been the keepers of the 
bell, a charge whose position and 
duties have varied greatly through the 
years. 

According to the Intercollegiate 
Knight chapter page manual, the first 
bell is believed to have been brought 
across the plains with the pioneers. 
Since that time the bell has been 
moved, replaced, stolen, cracked and 
recast. 

The first bell was cast iron and 
located at the Brigham Young 
Academy. 

“Before the graduating class got so 
huge, every student on his way after 
the ceremony rang the victory bell,” 
said Rob Evans, national vice presi- 
dent (royal duke) of the 
Intercollegiate Knights. 

Later, the bell was replaced with a 
large nickel bell, the one standing out- 
side the Marriott Center. 

Two-and-a-half weeks after the 
Intercollegiate Knights revived the 
tradition of ringing the bell, BYU beat 
the University of Utah. In his enthusi- 
asm, the bell ringer cracked the wildly 
ringing bell. It was carefully recast to 
preserve its tone. 

“The bell is a rally point, a symbol 
of what BYU is,” Evans said. “It obvi- 
ously brings people together, just like 
a good victory.” 

Bethany Owen, a sophomore from 
San Jose, Calif., majoring in art, sees 
the bell as an important responsibility. 

“If (the bell) looks gross, that repre- 
sents us because we’re in charge of 
it,” said Owens, a paging member. 
“(Cleaning it) can make us look good 
and make the bell look good.” 

“(The victory bell) is a tradition that 
started long ago,” said Terry Cutler, a 
junior from Pleasanton, Calif., major- 
ing in computer science. 

“(Cleaning the bell) is part of tradi- 
tion and school pride.”

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Race, religion — subjects 
of slurs by abusive fans

Since the Vernon Maxwell incident, 
the abuse players receive from fans 
has been a hot topic in the NBA. 
Vernon Maxwell has been suspended 
for 10 games for hitting a fan that was 
allegedly taunting Maxwell about 
Maxwell’s stillborn child, according 
to ESPN. 

Several NBA players, including Karl 
Malone, have stepped forward and 
said that fans ofien go too far. The 
NBA is not the only one facing such 
problems. Recently, there have also 
been problems in the WAC. 

A few weeks ago, a fan at UTEP 
allegedly shouted racial slurs at Joby 
Wright, Wyoming’s head basketball 
coach who is black. At Colorado 
State, a fan allegedly verbally assault- 
ed coach Roger Reid because Reid is 
a Mormon. 

Soon after these incidents, WAC 
commissioner Karl Benson sent a 
memorandum to all WAC schools. He 
stated that such fan behavior should 
not be tolerated, and schools should 
deal strictly with such fans. 

Whether this will help or not, 
remains to be seen. According to sev- 
eral coaches, this is not a new prob- 
lem. Air Force coach Reggie Minton, 
who is black, has said that such prob- 


lems have existed in the WAC since 
he started at Air Force 11 seasons ago. 
He also said that he often receives 
abusive, racially motivated mail. 

Reid also said that this is not a new 
problem. 

“This problem has always been 
around. Sometimes, something like 
this will happen, so this problem gets 
a lot of attention. But, then it will die 
down again. But, this has always been 
around,” Reid said. 

San Diego State coach Fred Trenkle, 
now in his first year in the WAC, said 
while he has not yet seen it.in the 
WAC, he has experienced problems 
before. 

“T saw those sort of problems in the 
Southwest Conference in Arkansas,” 
he said. 

“Certainly it’s not right, and it goes 
beyond the limits of sportsmanship. 
Sportsmanship and courtesy is lack- 
ing at almost every level. It’s nothing 
new, but it’s certainly something that 
needs to be solved.” 

Because BYU is a Mormon-owned 
school and has a successful program, 
opposing fans seem to react different- 
ly to BYU, said assistant coach Lynn 
Archibald. Archibald, who was once 
the University of Utah’s head basket- 
ball coach, said that fans react-differ-

OAKLAND, Calif. — Don Nelson 
began the season thinking that maybe 
this was the year for the Golden State 
Warriors. . :

On Monday, Nelson defended the 
Webber trade, but admitted their rela- 
tionship was strained. 

“There were problems between the 
two of us, in terms of philosophy,” 
Nelson said. “He was a hard guy for 
me to coach.” 

The coaching announcemew fol- 
lowed a weekend of meetings 
between Nelson and team owner 
Chris Cohan in Phoenix, where the 
All-Star Game was played. 

Cohan said-Nelson’s resignation was 
mutual, and confirmed Nelson would 
receive a $1 million buyout. 

Al Attles, currently vice president 
and assistant general manager of the 
Warriors, will back up Lanier for the 
rest of the season as chief assistant. 
Rod Higgins, an assistant coach, also 
will assist Lanier, and scouting direc- 
tor Ed Gregory will serve as director 
of player personnel.
